Like political leaders 
in general and religious leaders in particular, Dr. King runs a 
grea risk of being murdered, -1 suppose and I have nod oubt 
he would be among the first of his contemporar ies to 
recognize this possibility. In these reuoluatienary times 
it is terribly important that leaders like Dr. King should have 
the strength of purpose and the moderation >in the crusade 
that will tend to get society from falling apart as it is in motion 
. a,l d 1 hold the thought the wolld may not be deprived of such 
pilots and especially at a time when things are in such a state 
of fermentation.

You know it formerly was called the Palais Cardinal, having been built by Cardinal 
Richelieu and later acquired by the due d'Orleans, where he hatched many of the plots 
that culminated in the march on Versailles, arriving on an tetober day, when Iterie 
Antoinette chanced to be at the Hameau and was hustled back to Versailles to spend a 
nightmare before being taken withthe rest of the family to the fuileries, never to the 
return to the Hameau.

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I suppose one of the drawbacks of being the wife of the President of any organization and 
being President of another organization in one’s own right is theconstant restraint one in 
such a situation must have to exert on one’s self to keep from sweeping all before one, 
regardless of one’s right to exert one’s self in directions beyond one’s own domain.

She rambled around conversationally for a few minutes when I 
cut the conversation shcrt by saying there were visitors at my door and I did not call her 
back. After a night's sleep she will probably manage a conversation better on the morrow. 
I wonder what her grandson makes of all this.
